An Example of Paternalism. 


In recent yearp there has been, a/growing tendency in this 


country toward what is commonly recognized as paternalism; 
that is, the oversight and regulation by government ot man)' 
things which were formerly regarded as purely the business or 
the community or the indivictual. Under this development of 
internalism the stales are telling the cities and towns what 
they may or may not do:, and again the federal government is 
attending to many things which were once considered purely 


5 "wouicfue inaccurate to say lhat some of Ihe changes that 
have been brought about are not beneficial, and it would be 
equally wide of the mark to say that mistakes have not been 
made and that- it would be better if some of\lhe things thai 
have been do'ile had beeii lefl--j.mdone. 


A striking example of overdoing in regulating the hours of 


labor on public works is afforded in a Massachusetts smal 
city in whiclV a street paving, job is in progress.

The contractor doing.lhe work started in 
to rush the job, which was just exactly what (he city wanted 
him to do, but before the first clay's work was finished he was 
informed that under Massachusetts law eight hours consti- 
tutes a day on all public work except in case of emergency, 
and that he could not work his men longer. The men were 
anxious lo work ten hours a day, as they are paid by the hour 
and wanted to make big wages, bul Ihe law stood in the way, 
and the city authorities, the conlractor and his men were all 
helpless in the mailer.

The Legislature in enacting.this law undoubtedly felt that it 


was doing a .good thing in blazing the way toward an eight- 
hour day in practically, all employments, but fhe case men- 
tioned shows thai (he legislation was not wholly wise. 
'I he 


law would be better if it provided that no man should be com- 
pelled to work more than eight hours a day, and had .left him 
the privilege of working as long as he chose. As it is, men 
employed on public works in Massachusetts are robbed to a 
certain extent of their personal liberty. 
It is not a nice thing 


for the law to step up to n man who is willing to work more 
than eight hours a day and tell him that he can't do it. 


Tire whole thing is a fair sample of the evils of paternalism, 


the mixing by slale and federal'governments.in affairs that 
ought to be left to communities and .individuals. This govern- 
ment was founded on tll^principle of local self-rule, but that 
principle lias been far departed from.. Towns and cifies arc 
told by powers beyond their making or reach how they shall 
assess their taxes and rml their schools, about Ihe only privi- 
lege left to them in many cases being thai of footing Ihe bills.

with this matter, bul when the war is over and the period of 
''reconstruction" is at hand they would be wise to give it at- 
tention and reclaim some of Ihe powers and privileges thai 
have gradually passed oul of'their hands.
